Residents of the street appeared to voice their opinions both for and againgt establishing a
fire lane. Those who were opposed to the fire lane fet that better enforcement of snow
emergency regulations would negate the need for a fire lane and dl resdents asked that
cars be both ticketed and towed when in violaion of snow emergency regulations. It was
aso mentioned that the No Parking Here to Corner dgn is located 14 % ft from the
corner, which is in conflict with the Within 20 ft of Intersection Regulaion. The
Depatment of Traffic & Parking will invedigate the location of the sgn and relocate if
necessary. Deputy Chief Graney reported that the SFD did a 4night survey of parking
on this street and concluded that the Fire Department did not have adequate access to this
end of the street. Stephen Jones reported that parking enforcement of this street showed
that most vehicles parked on the dreet are resdents of Somerville with vaid resdentid
permits. After a motion was made to gpprove the fire lane, residents asked that the city
grictly enforceit.

Robert Trane made a motion to add an item for discusson on behdf of the Board of
Alderman:  The BOA would like the process for making a dreet resdentid permit
parking changed. Concerns were raised that the current process is both tedious and
difficult and they recommend giving the Traffic Commisson the authority to gpprove
dreets for permit parking without the petition process. The Director of Traffic & Parking



fdt that this could cause potentia problems with the resdents. It was then suggested that
the process be reversed so that if the Traffic Commisson gpproved a street for permit
parking and residents were againd it, they could take up a petition to have it

rescinded. The Director of Traffic & Paking fet that this too could be consdered
tedious and difficult. Robert Trane requested that the Director submit a letter to the
Board of Alderman dating the potentid problems of posting streets for resdentia permit
parking without adhering to the petition process.
